AND A FREE FIGHT FOLLOWED.

’ An Employe’s Clothing Caught Fire From a Gas Jet 
and She Was Seriously Burned—Police and 
Fire Department Responded to the 
Double Call for Assistance.

There was a free fight among the direc- 
tors of the Columbia Incandescent Lamp 
Co., 1910 Clive street, Friday morning; W. 
©. Garrison, A. C. Garrison and their at- 
torney, T. Percy Carr, were beaten and 
thrown out of the office; Mamie Guerin, an 
_@mploye, was scriously burned; a riot call 
Was turned in and an alarm of fire sound- 
ed—all within half an tour. 

The fight crew out of a factional war in 
the directorate. It occurred just before the 
annual directors’ meeting, which was to 
have been held at 11 o'clock. The stock- 
helders and their attorney ran to a corner 
drug store, after being ejected, and teie- 
phoned a riot call to police headquarters. 
While this was being done William L. Rex, 
George P. FP.cx and Mra. Anna E. Rhote- 
bamel, the victortovs stockholders, locked 
and barred the doors of the company’s. fac- 
tory. Miss Guerin had brushed against a 
gas flame and her clothing had caught fire. 
She ran downstairs. Another employe ran 
cut and turned in a fire alarm. A patrol 
Wagon loaded with policemen, in charge 
of Gergeant Monahan, arrived simultane- 
ously with the fire depariment. The doors 
were .locked and for several minutes nel- 
ther the policemen nor firemen could get 
mto the place. Sergeant Monahan even- 
tually gained entrance and admitted the 
firemen. . 

The defeated directors entered in the 
wake of the officers. The presence of of- 
ficers prevented further fighting, and the 
Garrison faction departed. They laid the 
matter before President Hawes of the Po- 
fice Board. Mr. Hawes referred them to 
Chief Campbell. 

Guertin was burned abcut the lower | 
part of the body. A physician treated her 
@t the factory and she was sent home. Her

The directors of the company are Will- 


Garrison is the father of the other Gar- 
Fisons in the company. 
The arrisons own half of the stock. 
Qrs. Rhotehamel'’s husband, now deceased, 
ormerly was president of the company. 
ollowing his death William O. Garrison 
Was elected president. .G son was 
vice-president and treasurer and George 
P. Rex was secretary. The factional con- 
-troversy »as been on some time. 


The annual stockholder’s meeting was 
held Fyeeday morning. There was a tie 
The Garrison interest sought to ~e- 

@lect the old board of d@igeetors, substitut- 
ing D. E. Garrison for George P. Rex. The 
other faction wanted to elect their members. 

The annual meeti of the Board of Direc- 
tofs was set for iday morning at 1l1i 
@Oclock. The Garrison faction held that. 
since there was a tie vote at the stockholkd- 
er’s meeting, the Board of Directors should 
hold over. Accordingly, they and their at- 
torney, Mr. Carr, went to the office of the 
eeesny. to meet and re-elect the old of- 
ficers. hey went into the office, and the 
series of incidents began. 

“When we arrived,"’ said Mr. Carr to the 
Post-Dispatch, “the Rex brothers and Mrs. 
Rhotehamel were there. There was also 
& man named Mohan. whom !1.do not know 
and who has no connection with the con- 


@ were not even told to leave. We were 
not informed of any action that had been 
taken by the other side. One of the Rex 
brothers rushed into the office at the head 
of half a dozen men and ordered them to 
throw us out ; 

“*Throw them out! Throw them out!’ he 
said. The men rushed upon us. One of 
them had a club. We defended ourselves

as best we could. When I saw that they 
were going to attack us I struck at the 
jeading man. I| Know that-] hit him. I was 
struck several times. Messrs. >. E. and 
Wi:uam O. Garrison were struck also. We 
fought them om tor a minute, but there 
were too many of them for us. 

“One of tne Ktex brorvhers opened the 
office and etreet doors and we were forced 


out. 

“I did not hear the commotion upstairs 
and did not know that anything had oc- 
curred up there. 

“We had been forcibly ejected from the 
Place and sought police aid.” 

Mr. Carr's fave did not show where he had 
been struck, but he said he felt the blows. 
Ne was proud of the fact that he had de- 
livered some teiling blows on the oppusing 
directors and ‘heir foliowers. 

Mr. D. E. Garrison, who is an elderly man. 
Said he Was struck on (ue Dack oft (ne nead 
and neck. Neither was gerious.y hurt. 

it appears that the Hex faction elected 
Officers 1.0 supercede tive Garrisons, and had 
taken Possession of fhe piant. The mem- 
bers of this faction. were congraculating 
themselves on theif success. when Miss 
Guerin came tumbDfnig™down stairs, her 
dress aflame. She had become excited while 
the fight was prdégressing downstairs, and 
in getting up from her workbench — she 
brushed against’ a gas fame. 
Saw that her clotaing was aflame she 
screamed and ran down siairs. She slipped 
when half way down and fell the rest of 
the way. 4 

The tlames were extinguished by Espen- 
chied. The Kex brothers did not know 
about the riot call or the fire elarm, and 
they were so excited at sight of the squad 
of policemen and’the firemen, and so fear- 
ful that the Garriso wouid attempt to 
regain possession that*#hey kept the doors 
barred until Sergt. Mohahan obliged them 
to mit him. 

The Rex brothers would not tell who 
helped them eject the Garr.sons. The Gar- 
risons @verred that a gang of hoodlums 
did the forcible work. They agreed that 
they thought their lives were in danger 
when the assault was made. 
~The office showed the effects of the fight. 
Furniture was overturned and bric-a-brac 
destroyed. 

The fight attracted a great crowd and 
stopped all business in the block. The 
shouts of the combatants disturbed the 
neighborhood. 

The police made no arrests, A squad of 
patroimen was left at the factory to prevent 
further trouble. ’ 

The Garrison faction stated they would 
bring criminal and civil proceedings. 


William 8. Rex, who claims the title of 
resident, made tbBis statement to 
ost-Dispatch: 

“The business was established by the 
husband of Mrs. Rhotehame!. Prior to his 
death he received $500 a month salary. 
Sincé his death the stock of the company 
has been held in equal amounts by the 
Garrison and Rex families. During the 
past #) days the Garrisons, holding the of- 
fices and being in control, have voted 
themselves $6000 in salaries. 

“They wanted to increase the, capital 
stock to $300,000. We thought thelr object 
was to vote stock to themse:ves and obtain 
a majority of the stock and we weuld not 
consent. ‘ 

“W. O. Garrison called the annual meet- 
ing for Jan. 2. We asked J. E. Moran to 

reside. The Garrisons objected to him 

oing so and would not recognize the legai- 

~ | of the meeting by voting for members 
of the board of directors. Myself and Mrs. 
Rotthamel were made tellers. 

“The meeting to-day was for the purpose 
of receiving the report of the tellers. This 
report was that William and George P. Rex 
had n elected directors. These two 
elected Mrs. Rothhame!l as the third. The 
directors then elecied Wililam 8. Rex, pres- 
ident; Mrs. Rothhamel, vice-president. and 
George S. Rex, secretary and treasurer. 

“The Garrisons were ordered to vacate the 
premises. They did not do so, and they 
were forced out in a gentile and peaceful 
manner. No blows were struck. We are in 
possession. and we mean to retain posses- 
sion, and run the business in the interest 
of all cuncerned "

MISS GUSSIE HENDERSON. 


She Had Gone to Wisconsin to Enter 
Retreat and Was Last Seen in 
Her Room, Preparing 
to Read. 


Sister Augusta, a prominent member of 
the Episcopal sisterhood, has mysteriously 
disappeared, and it is feared some fatal 
accident has befallen her. 

Prior to her entrance into the Episcopal 
order, Sister Augusta, who was Miss Gussie 
Henderson, resided in St. Louis and was 
conspicuous in the reiigious circles of the 
city.

She was present at the services on Mon- 
day and Tuesday and knelt before the 
altar unti! the other sister of the commu- 
nity had left.

In addition to 
this the whole Boer force is as mobile as 
would be an army of American cowboys on 
their fleet ponies. The whole Boer army !s 
practically mounted Infantry. 

The exact strength of the two armies \\s 
of course, not known, but the estimate pul- 
lished in several London papers to-day Is 
as follows: 

Buller—22,000 infantry, 3500 cavalry, «23000 
artillery and 70 guns. 3 

Joubert—18,000 mounted infantry, 
tillery and 6 guns. 

It is claimed by some military experts 
that EBuller’s force is not large enough to 
permit his execution of a flank movement. 
They point out that to divide his force -in 
the face of.such a mobile enemy would 
be fatal to his plan. He must do as he did 
before—make a frontal attack under cover 
of artillery fire. By a series of these at- 
tacks on the weakest part of the Boer po- 
sition, it Is held that he has a good chance 
of piercing the enemy's line, and winning a 
victory. 

For the past three days the British arttl- 
lery has been busy, feeling the Boer trench- 
es with a vim to unmask the Boer batteries 
and disclose the point of least resistance, 
But disnatchés show that the Boer guns, 
are silent.
